According io WSYI, there’s 
a new "woodpecker" on 20 
meters. It is believed to bea 
new type of Russian 
over-the-horizon radar, which, 
unlike earlier versions, seems 
to stay pretty much on 14 
MHz. The pulse noise takes up 
about 30 kHz of spectrum at 62 
Pulses per second. It sounds 


more like a motor boat or buzz 
saw than a woodpecker. 


The FCC has obtained 
bearings on this noise and it 
is believed within a 1,200-mile 
radius of Odessa, Russia. 
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
